In addition to the ordinary telephone system in Havana, there is 
a government telephone system which uses the exchange name PIZARRA, 
connecting all offices of government organizations and government~ 
sponsored enterprises, Each government office or enterprise has 
at least ore PIZARRA telept:oc? which is distinct from the regular 
telephone system. In the Direccicn General de Inteligencia 
(General Directorate of Intslligence: - DG!) Headquarters, there 
is a PIZAKPA telephone controlled by Manuel PINELRO Losada's X 
secretary, “Vidalina’jA who works in "M" building. If any member 
‘of the DGI wishes td call anyone on sensitive business through 
the PIZARRA exchange, he may cither state his requirements to 
Vidalina, who will make the call for him and report the informa- 
tion back when che has acquiréd it, or go to "M" building and 
make the call himself on the PIZARRA telephone. With he exception 
Of PINETHO’s residence ard cffice, where he has his own PIZARRA 
telephone, cco other DGT office has a PIZARRA telephone. There is. 
no dtrectory for PIZARRA rumtiers ard it is net a dial system, but 
works through a central switchboard with operators; it is con- 
sidered secure. The caller picks up the telephone and geta an 
operator on the central PEZARRA switchboard; the caller asks for 
the office to which he wishes to speak, and, if he knows, asks for 
the persena to whem he wisnes to speak. A DGI officer whose office 
cy te oe “s cal A) . i Yea v 19 - : me wo ht 2 
tine" (B4%5536) “na HAGE PUSaG Tad te “H” Pudding on the regular 
Each DGI office has a number of private (as opposed to PIZARRA) 
telephones. In the Departaments de Liberacion Nacional (National 
Liberation Department - LN), cutstde the "M" building headcuarters, 
for example, there ars: six telephones. From these telephones one 
dials any number in the telephone directory, private or a govern- 
meat office number, direct. For internal culls within the DGI, 
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| : an officer ca)ling from the DGI private telephone need dial only 
- into the switchboard and ask for an extension.
